Sir: 


I submit the letter addressed to your by J.S. Warner, respecting the city water tax, and 
your letter relative thereto, to the Hon. William Lawrence, Comptroller of the Treasury, who 
says, that in the case stated, he should advise the payment of the tax prior to May Ist. The 
account would, therefore, probably be passed without objection. 


Under the Ordinance quoted, reading “That the Water Dept. be authorized to receive 
water rents from Government places using water semi-annually without penalty,” I do not see 
authority for the imposition of any penalty upon the Government, even if the tax is not paid until 
the close of the half year.
